The transformation of the grub 
into the butterfly, though familiar 
i« none the lens amazing, but the 
evolution of the active and the 
gOHsamor-wingcft dragon-fly, from 
iti ugly and sluggish aquatic pup* 
MBtill more impressive. Early 
<m a May morning the pupa cmer- 
gm from its cocoon at the bottom 
of a ditch, swims on its back, by 
paddling with its longhaired paws 
to the item of an aquatic plant, 
and climbs up out of the water. 
TJien, after a momentary pause, 
the Skin suddenly bursts open and 
the perfect insect appears, with 
closely folded wings, which soon 
unfold and assume their final 
form. 


"The older naturalists thought 


that the insect 'swallowed air,' 
•with which the wings were infilat- 
crt. In reality the, air is absocb- 
ed in the digestive organs, caus- 
ing an increased blood pressure, 
which mechanically expands the 
wings. The presence of dew is al- 
80 necessary, hence the first flight 
is always made at dawn, 


"This spectacle of the birth of 


a wing may be observed in drag- 
on-flies reared in an aquarium, the 
ttmosphere of which should be 
moistened with an atomizer when 
the pupa rises to the surface."

About the year 1819 • great oat- 


cry wan rawed »«ain»t the Bank 
of England for not adopting a 
style of note that could not be im- 
itated, at the same time prevent* 
ing the sacrifice of life which at 
that period was all too common, 
the punishment for forgery being 
death. The subject at last became 
so pressing that the government 
appointed commissioners to tare* 
tigate the cause of the numeroo* 
forgeries, and whether a mode 
could be devised wherby the frog- 
ing of bank notes might be pre- 
vented. The result was the bank 
note of today. The color of the 
paper is peculiar and cannot be 
imitated exactly by counterfeiters 
except at a great expense. The 
combined thinness and strength 
of the paper are also unique. It 
is made m sheets large enough for 
two notes. Each note, before it is 
sized, weighs about eighteen grain 
and if then doubled, it is strong 
enough to suspend a weight of 
thirty-six pounds. 


Peculiar, too, is the texture of 


the paper. It has a crisp feel, in- 
variably the same, and such that 
bank clerks of experience can 
readily detect forgeries by this 
test alone. Then the wire mark, 
impressed in the making by a 
frame, costly to make and difficult 
to use, is practically, inimitable. 
Bach note has the rough edges 
uncut, not to be produced by any 
mode of cutting paper that is not 
made expressly for the purpose. 


The paper for printing is damp- 


ened with water in the exhausted 
receiver of an air pump. The ink 
used in the plate print is made of 
Frankfort black, which is com- 
posed of the charcoals of the ten- 
drils and husks of the German 
grape, ground with linseed oil. 
This ink has a peeula'" and vary 
deep Hhadu of blftck.commonblack 
inks being tined either with bl'if 
or brown.
